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THE KING 

Menton was made in a former iSsue of the Times of a 
reeeijr'oook “lhe King’s Grace” written by John Buchan 
\ytG will shortly-become Governor General of Canada. The 
.book is a history of the twenty-five years during which 
King Georgur-V has reigned o.ver the Empire. The Epi¬ 
logue concludes with the following appreciation: “The his¬ 
torian must record that the King has added to the duties 
of the Crown a graciousness which springs' from his own 
character. He has given the ceremonial the bloom pf 
friendliness. He has always possessed a high seriousness 
and the note of faith-and piety which he has often struck 
has-not been the r^ere convention of his office. He has 
. walked securely in more difficult constitutional paths than 
any of his immediate predecessors. He has faced courag¬ 
eously crises which imperilled both-4us people and his 
Throne. But in addition to all this, he lm's diffused a spirit 
of simplicity and charity which haT profoundly affected 
the national temper. His quick sympathy and kindliness 
have warmed the country, and done something "to warm 
‘the chilly world, Vj^hen nerve was breaking his steadfact- 
‘ness restored it, and when strife was fermenting he has 
poken the healing word. The power of the Throne lies in 
what it is, but the authority ofthe King lies both in what 
he is, and in what, he has done. With the Queen and his 
family to aicThim, hh hag made Britain* not only a nation 
but,a household. . 

“Leadership does not consist only in a strong man im¬ 
posing his will upon others^ In that sense it has no mean¬ 
ing for a British Sovereign. But in a far profounder sense 
the: King has shown himself a leader, since the true task 
of leadership is not to put greatness into humanity, but "to 
bring it out, as the greatness is already there. That truth 
is the basis of religion, the only justification for democra¬ 
cy, and the chart and compass of our mortal life. The King 
has led his people, for he has evoked what is best in 

A DOUBLE HOLDING PLAN 

A pamphlet recently issued by Major Duncan Stuart, 
K..0. of Calgary, is entitled “The Canadian Desert.” The 
title is somewhat fear provoking, but so also is the reality 
in some parts of the Canadian West. In the early parts of 
his article, Major Stuart draws likenesses and contrasts 
Iretween the North American middle west, and other arid 
or senp-arid areas of the world. He point-Tout' that the 
term “desert” is relative, and that many peoples have liv¬ 
ed through the centuries, adapting themselves to semi- 
arid conditions. But not by persisting in growing any one 
single crop. People live in the desierts of Asia and Africa 
with flocks and herds. But not by ploughing up pasture 
lands. . ■ 

Although sympathizing to the fullest extent, with those 
who are suffering and will suffer from the encroachment 
of desert conditions, the writer feels that a still larger 
population will suffer to a still greater degree, unless 
large areas of land are spared the continuous cropping. 

Amongst his suggestions is a “Double Holding Plan,” 
which he admits is not ideal and may v not be practicable. 
Conceding the reluctance of farmers even in the worst ar¬ 


eas, to leave their homes which represent a life-time of 
labor, he thinks they should be removed because a contin¬ 
ued livelihood is impossible. He advocates no ruthless ejec¬ 
tion, but suggests that in northern areas providing wood 
and water, the government build modest homes and'barns, 
and clear foe each family, a few acres for a start. Show 
these people their new homes, give them choice of locality 
jtjid fr eedom from taxes-for-two. or three years. Permit 
them also to retain their “dry belt” farms if they so wish. 
Their real farming will ,be done on their northern farms, 
but if a rainy season should come, t he men folk might 
move*souftTamf put in a crop. This would be a migratory 
rather than nomadic type of farming, and is carried on 
in the Transvaal!- it wVuld spare the farm in the dry area, 
retaining it only as a- second string to the bow.' 

“The Creeping Desert may be stayed and even driven 
back” says Major Stuart, “but not by wheat farming nor 
governments, hut by men’s careful work oh small farms, 
on which every source of moisture is conserved.”

The province of Alberta is also instituting a campaign 
of publicity. A motor car, equipped with moving pictures, 
pamphlets, road routes and under the direction of a com¬ 
petent speaker, is touring many of the States of the Un¬ 
ion, as well as-sever al of the Canadian provinces. Its pur¬ 
pose is to roach as great a public as possible, through 
sight- and hearing, and to stimulate interest and curiosity 
)n this part of Western Canada.

Each little town can do its part in making the tourist 
feel that he has come to a hospitable and friendly land. 
Boards of Trade can do a little modest advertising of 
beauty spo'ts in well situated areas. Everyone with vhom 
a tourist comes in contact leaves an impression either fav¬ 
orable or unfavorable. Human contacts play no less im¬ 
portant a part than the actual scenic attractions 

There are to he 3ure, matters that are quite outside the 
control of the^ individual. Of these the attitude of officials 
at the border is one of the most important. The condition 
of roads also plays a major part in any favorable impres¬ 
sion. But outside of these, the encouragement of the 
tourist tiadtf is impersonal duty of every citizen.’ This lo¬ 
cality can- oirer many attractive reasons why the tourist 
might linger here for days. Are we going to present these 
reasons effectively? 

And the tourists nearer at hand should not be overlook¬ 
ed. Many people within a limited radius of the town are 
looking for a little holiday trip, that would bring them a 
change <5f scene, with mo greater expense. The town of 
High River might well offer itself as a headquarters for 
such pleasure seekers. We have a public park, a good camp 
grounds and good hotels and restaurants. We have fishing 
and swimming and other sport facilities, as well as unus¬ 
ually good theatre attractions. We have numerous beauty 
spots within walking or driving distance. But do we make 
adequate use of all we have ?

Members of the British House of 
Commons calculated 312 additional 
planes will have ttr be built to give 
Britain aerial equality with France. 

This would mean an increase of 20 
new squadrons. The estimated addi¬ 
tional cost would be £13,IX10,000 (ap¬ 
proximately $63,190,000.) 

The five year program contemplat¬ 
ed by the government last year called 
for the building of 41Vf squadrons 
amounting to 508 machines. An ex¬ 
penditure of £20,000,000 (approxi¬ 
mately $97,250,000) was envisaged in 
this plan. 

There have been reports that to the 
increased air estimates of * March, to¬ 
talling $105,000,000, A supplementary 
vote of $25,000,000 will be added.
